Cruft May Augment the Already Large 
Dentil List, as Suvural Ocean Grave- 


j-urds Iliive Yet to Be Heard. From. 
Desolate Scoues In IJoston and Vine- 
yard Uaveu Hitrhtyrs, 


Boston, Nov. 29.—During the great 


blizzard it is known definitely that 70 
lives have been lost in the wrecks of 
tugs, barges and other craft. 


If the passenger steamer Portland 


has also gcifte down, as now seems pos- 
sible, the list of casualties will rise 
to 140, with over 300 vessels of all de- 
scriptions ashore, two score of them 
to be wrecks and an unknown number 
probably beneath the waves of Massa- 
chusetts bay. 


From Penobscot 
to New London, 


there is scarcely a bay, harbor or inlet 
that has not now on its shores the 
bones of some staunch craft, while 
along Massachusetts bay and especially 
Boston harbor, the beaches are piled 
high with the wreckage of schooners 
and coal barges. The record, altnough 
hourly lengthening, is still incomplete 
for that ocean graveyard of Cape Cod 
is still to be heard from. 


The annoyance and inconveniences 


of the railroad and street car embargo 
covering the whole of southern New 
England sunk into insignificance before 
the story of destruction wrought by 
wind and wave, yet it will be many a 
day before the full import of the disas- 
ter is known or even realized. 


Boston harbor's many islands are 


without exception strewn with wrecks 
and wreckage, no less than 29 vessels 
are ashore at Gloucester, over 20 in the 
supposed safe harbor of Vineyard have 
'parted their anchor 
chains and are 


high and dry on the beach. Nantasket 
beach saw two schooners and a cos. 1 
barge dashed to pieces on its islands, 
the 
rocks 
of 
i^ohasset claimed a 


staunch 
fisherman; Sciluate, a well 


known pilot boat; Manchester, a down 
east lumberman, while one tug and 
three barges known to have been be- 
tween Cape Cod and Boston, the un- 
accounted for and probably lost.

upper harbors of Boston, Plymouth, 
Calem, 
Portsmouth, 
Portland 
and 


other places where vessels were sup- 
posed to be comparatively safe, were 
the scenes of numerous collisions be- 
tween the ships and the wharves.
